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SCHOOL  REPORT. 


The  Committee,  appointed  to  superintend  the  Public  Schools  of  Framing- 
ham,  would  respectfully  report : — 

That  during  the  past  year,  there  has  been  a  good  degree  of  order  and  pros- 
perity in  the  schools  of  this  town,  taken  as  a  whole.  In  District  No.  6,#  in- 
fluences have  been  at  work,  which  operated  unfavorably  to  the  efficiency  and 
prosperity  of  the  winter  school.  Your  Committee  do  not  feel  themselves  com- 
petent to  state  the  real  causes  of  these  difficulties.  The  teacher  was  the  same 
that  taught  the  winter  before,  and  was  hired  at  the  close  of  his  first  term,  to 
teach  the  school  again ;  but  before  the  commencement  of  the  school,  causes 
were  in  operation,  which  threatened  evil,  and  during  the  whole  course  of  the 
winter,  there  was  much  disorder,  and  but  little  improvement.  Among  the 
other  schools  there  has  been  a  very  great  inequality,  though  they  have  all  been 
in  a  passably  good  state.  Among  the  schools  in  which  there  has  been  the 
most  evident  improvement,  we  would  mention  the  higher  department  of  the 
school  in  District  No.  1,  taught  by  Miss  Clapp— the  winter  school  in  District 
No  2,  taught  by  Mr.  Grout — the  summer  school  in  District  No.  3,  taught  by 
Miss  Harris — the  summer  school  in  District  No.  5,  taught  by  Miss  Fiske— the 
winter  school  in  District  No.  7,  taught  by  Mr.  Stone — the  winter  school  in 
District  No.  8,  taught  by  Mr.  Hemenway — the  winter  school  in  District  No.  11, 
taught  by  Mr.  Perry. 

There  have  been  several  other  schools  almost  equally  good,  among  which 
we  might  mention  the  summer  school  in  District  No.  2 — the  winter  school  in 
District  No.  3 — the  winter  school  in  District  No.  5 — the  summer  school  in 
District  No.  7 — and  the  higher  department  of  the  summer  school  in  District 
No.  9. 

Your  Committee  are  more  and  more  satisfied,  that  too  great  care  cannot  be 
used  in  the  choice  of  teachers;  the  teacher  makes  the  school  for  the  most  part, 
what  it  is.  There  have  been  instances  in  this  Town  during  the  two  past  years, 
where  schools  have  been  almost  entirely  transformed  in  their  character,  through 
the  influence  of  a  new  teacher.  The  mo^t  important  part  of  this  matter  lies 
in  the  hands  of  the  District  Committees.  There  are  so  many  elements  which 
enter  in  to  form  a  good  teacher,  besides  mere  knowledge  of  books,  that  a  care- 
ful enquiry  beforehand  on  the  part  of  those  whose  business  it  is  to  hire,  seems 
highly  necessary.  The  whole  business  of  employing  new  teachers  is  so  much 
a  matter  of  experiment,  even  at  the  best,  that  it  seems  advisable  when  a  Dis- 
trict has  a  teacher  who  has  been  tried  and  proved  and  found  good,  that  if 
possible  he  should  slill  be  kept  in  its  employ.  There  are  many  reasons  why 
such  a  teacher  will  ordinarily  do  much  better  than  a  new  one. 

It  devolves  upon  the  Superintending  Committee  as  one  of  their  duties,  to 
make  choice  of  such  books  to  be  used  in  the  schools,  as  they  shall  deem  best. 
It  seems  a  wise  arrangement,  that  a  power  of  this  kind  should  be  lodged 
somewhere,  in  order  to  ensure  uniformity;  in  order  to  prevent  the  excessive

multiplication  of  all  kinds  of  books,  and  the  consequent  increase  of  classes* 
This  power  has  been  given  to  the  Superintending  Committee.  We  have  not 
thought  it  advisable  to  make  •  frequent  changes  in  the  books,  and  we  cer- 
tainly have  no  desire  to  use  our  power  in  reference  to  this  matter,  for  the  mere 
sake  of  using  it.  Within  the  last  three  years,  the  selected  list  of  books  has  re- 
mained almost  entirely  the  same;  two  or  three  changes  have  been  made,  such  as 
were  thought  desirable  for  the  prosperity  of  the  schools,  but  in  some  of  the 
Districts,  things  have  gradually  come  into  such  a  state  in  relation  to  this  point, 
that  this  arrangement  is  rendered  almost  entirely  null  and  void  in  its  practi- 
cal working.  The  difficulty  is  of  a  two-fold  form.  There  has  been,  on  the 
one  hand,  in  some  cases,  an  absolute  refusal  to  take  the  book  which  has 
been  selected;  the  scholars,  supported  by  their  parents,  have  insisted  upon 
keeping  the  old  book; — on  the  other  hand,  books  which  have  never  been  up- 
on the  list,  are  brought  into  the  same  schools,  and  studied.  In  one  school  in 
this  town  during  the  past  winter,  the  teacher  contended  for  two  or  three  weeks, 
after  the  commencement  of  his  .school,  to  bring  his  scholars  within  the  select- 
ed list  of  books.  But  there  seems  to  have  been  a  deliberate  purpose  in  that 
District,  not  to  take  one  of  the  books  which  had  been  selected,  and  on  the 
other  hand  to  use  books  which  we  have  never  recognised;  and  it  was  only. -at 
last  by  yielding  as  gracefully  as  he  could,  that  the  teacher  saved  his  school 
from  a  state  of  confusion,  and  brought  it  out  to  the  end  with  credit  to  himself. 
In  other  Districts  the  same  evil  exists,  though  not  to  the  same  extent.  Your 
Committee  suppose  that  all  this  has  taken  place  somewhat  thoughtlessly,  and 
with  no  settled  intent  to  oppose  the  action  of  the  town  in  this  matter.  But 
unless  there  can  be  a  compliance  with  the  details  of  this  arrangement,  it  seems 
best  that  it  should  not  continue,  for  it  is  useless  for  your  Committee  to  go 
through  the  farce  of  selecting  books,  if  every  one  is  afterwards  to  select  for 
himself. 

In  some  of  the  Districts,  the  whole  number  in  attendance  upon  the  schools 
falls  considerably  short  of  the  whole  number  returned.  In  District  No.  1,  the 
whole  number  returned  was  168— -the  whole  number  in  attendance  upon  both 
departments  of  the  winter  school  was  132.  In  District  No.  8,  the  whole  num- 
ber returned  was  101 — the  whole  number  in  attendance  during  the  winter 
school  was  79.  About  the  same  disparity  between  the  number  returned,  and 
the  number  in  attendance  exists  in  the  schools  at  Saxonville.  The  average 
attendance  of  those  connected  with  the  schools  has  been  better  than  during 
the  former  year. 

There  is  one  subject  connected  with  the  School  Department,  about  which, 
there  has  been  and  is  yet,  considerable  difference  of  opinion.  I  refer  to  school 
government.  Your  Committee  would  hope  that  things  are  assuming  a  more 
favorable  shape  in  this  respect.  We  are  satisfied  that  a  school  without  gov- 
ernment is  not  only  good  for  nothing,  but  it  is  worse  than  none.  In  such 
schools  the  young  are  educated  to  despise  all  authority,  and  to  love  lawless- 
ness. All  admire  an  orderly  school.  There  seems  to  be  no  difference  of  opin- 
ion among  men  on  this  point.  But  your  Committee  are  satisfied  that  there  can 
not  be  order  wiihout  real  authority  in  the  teacher,  and  they  feel  constrained  to 
urge  upon  parents  and  guardians,  the  importance  of  standing  by  the  teacher, 
in  his  exercise  of  authority.  We  would  be  far  from  countenancing  any  thing 
wanton  or  brutal  in  a  teacher's  treatment  of  his  pupils.  We  do  not  suppose 
that  good  school  government  implies  a  constant,  or  a  very  frequent  use  oi  the 
rod.  We  would  have  the  intercourse  between  teacher  and  pupil,  so  far  as  it 
may  be,  that  of  mutual  love.  But  we  are  convinced  that  in  a  school,  where 
there  is  not  a  real  government,  the  feeling  of  pupils  towards  their  teacher,  so 
far  from  being  that  of  love,  is  a  feeling  of  contempt,  and  that  the  characters 
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formed  under  such  influences,  are  by  no  means  such  as  society  needs.  We 
are  convinced  that  a  parent  can  take  no  surer  method  to  injure  his  child,  (to 
say  nothing  of  the  school,)  than  by  sympathising  with  him  in  all  the  little 
matters,  where  the  child  and  the  teacher  happen  to  come  into  collision.  If 
there  are  cases  where  the  government  ot  the  teacher  is  truly  tyrannical  and 
brutal,  lec  them  be  exceptions, — and  they  are  on  the  whole  at  the  present  day, 
rare  exceptions.  The  best  schools  in  this  town  during  the  past  year,  as  all 
would  confess,  are  the  schools  where  there  has  been  the  best  government. 

In  some  of  the  districts  in  this  town,  the  parents  and  guardians  have  done 
a  great  service  to  the  schools,  by  purchasing  outline  maps,  to  be  hung  upon  the 
walls  of  the  school  room.  We  almost  invariably  find  that  the  classes  which 
have  studied  geography  by  the  aid  of  these  maps,  have  made  much  greater 
proficiency,  have  obtained  much  more  valuable  and  accurate  knowledge  than 
those  that  have  studied  without  this  aid.  If  the  town  should  not  be  disposed  to 
purchase  these  maps  for  the  schools,  the  people  of  the  several  Districts  might 
easily  do  this  by  subscription,  at  a  trifling  expense  to  individuals,  and  thus  do 
a  valuable  service  to  the  schools. 

By  an  arrangement  which  has  for  some  time  existed,  books  are  given  out 
by  the  teachers  to  those  pupils  that  are  destiute,  and  a  return  of  all  such 
books,  with  the  names  of  the  children  to  whom  they  were  delivered,  is  made 
to  the  Superintending  Committee.  We  are  happy  to  state  that  during  the  past 
year,  the  expense  which  the  town  has  incurred  by  this  arrangement,  is  con- 
siderably less  than  it  was  the  year  before.  The  cost  of  all  the  books  thus 
given  out  during  the  past  year,  is  between  ten  and  eleven  dollars,  and  of  this 
sum,  somewhat  more  than  eight  dollars  was  expended  on  the  single  District 
No  8. 

It  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Prudential  Committee  in  the  several  Districts,  to 
make  a  return  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  first  of  May  of  each  year,  of  the 
children  in  their  respective  Districts,  between  the  ages  of  four  and  sixteen. 
In  years  past  this  matter  has  been  delayed,  to  the  very  great  inconvenience 
of  the  Committee  and  the  town.  As  these  returns  constitute  the  basis  on 
which  the  division  of  the  public  money  is  made,  it  is  important  that  they  should 
be  in  the  hands  of  the  Committee  by  the  first  of  June.  In  some  instances 
where  no  returns  have  been  made  from  certain  Districts,  it  has  been  found 
necessary  to  take  the  returns  of  the  previous  year,  and  as  the  population  of 
the  town  on  the  whole,  increases,  such  Districts  may  not  receive  quite  their 
proportion  of  the  money. 

Your  Committee  would  remind  parents  and  guardians,  that  they  may  labor 
most  successfully  for  the  prosperity  of  the  schools,  by  using  their  influence  and 
authority,  to  secure  a  punctual  and  uniform  attendance.  In  some  schools  the 
evils  resulting  from  the  tardiness  and  non-attendance  of  the  scholars,  are  very 
great.  They  would  also  suggest,  that  very  great  advantage  might  result  to 
the  winter  schools,  by  meetings  of  the  parents  in  each  District,  for  the  purpose 
of  discussing  matters  relating  to  school  government  and  the  method  of  secu* 
ring  the  interest  and  attention  of  the  pupils,  so  that  they  may  make  the  most 
efficient  and  rapid  improvement. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.
